as possible. A= the animals to be prop-
agrated are prineipally of the earniv-
crous kind, such animals as they nat-
urally prey upon will be supplied as
food. If, of course, at any time the num-
ber of antelope amd other herbivorous
animals which are to furnish food for
the lions, tigers, hyenas, leopards, pan-
thers and other carnivora is depleted
domestic animals, such as sheep and
goats, will be placed within the in
closure, to be hunted by the denizens of
this peculiar jungle.

A\ considerable portion of this ex
te nsive establishment will be separated
from the rest by secure partitions for
raising the delicate giraife, camels,
zebras, quaggas and other herbivorous
families of the animal kingdom. In
order that fresh water may be always
on hand, pipes will be laid under-
grouml, ending in fountains in the in
closure, amd fed from spring wuter
pumped in from the outside. 1t is pro
posed o lay a concerete walk just out
side and extending around the entine
wall, and a watchman, perhaps on o
ievele, will make a tour of inspection
of the entire inclosure twice each day

The elephant
inclosure is located so far from the
outer wall in order that no tiger, lion or
other animal of the eat family could
leap from it 1o the top of the iron grat
ing amnd thus gain access to the ont
side world, Certain grasses and herbs
indigenous to the countries from which
the animals are to be brought will bhe
planted in order that the animals ma
have as nearly as possible their native
foods.

One of the most interesting features
of the jungle will be the monkey farm.
For this purpose several acres will be
used. A wooden frame will be erceted
extendinge above the height of the trees
tand completely surrounding the farm.
This framework will be covered with a
netwaork of wire, so that the monkevs
will be at liberty to elimb about the
trees epnd feed on the fruits and nuts,
but will be umble to escape.,

The dea inits entirety embraces the
scheme of propagating the animals by
giving them the natural advantages of
a jungle, leaving them to follow their
natural habits, but keeping them with-
in the inclosure, so that they can be
trapped when wanted for exhibition
purposss. —Chicags News,

BRITISH RECRUITING.

Recretly Carried On In This Country Dur-
ng the Crimecan War.

In the North American continent. the
spirit of adventure is strong. During
the Crimean war I was an attache at
the Washington legation, and, as this
was about 40 yvears ago, 1 do not B
pose that 1 am disclosing any secret
in sayving what then occurred. We re

ceivil omders to recruit a foree for
the Crimea. This was a fad of Lord
Papmure, who was then war minis

ter. Sir John Crampton. our minister,
vainly wrote to explain that this might
got us into trouble with the United
States government. The only reply
was the order to obev. So we did. 1
wis sent to New York to look after the
recruiting there. We had a ship in the
Larbor and we found no difficulty in
filling it. A recruiter got five dollars
per man, and the man five dollars, ac-
companied with many promises of good
things. When the ship was full it wa-
sent to Nowva Scotia, where we had a,
governor an old soldier with the repu
tation of being able to knock any regi
ment into sbape. The government o
the United States soon got wind of our
proceedings at. New York, and at Niag-
ara, where we had & Hungarian em
ployed to slip recruits across the fron.
tier. The result was that the mem
bers of the legation at Washington and
the consuls at New York and one or
two other places received their pass
ports. What particularly amused m
was that the consul at New York had
had nothing to do with the matter.

But we had elaborated a far grander
scheme. We had found a sort of fili
bustering general, who had agreed to
provide vs with several thousand men.
who were to be recruited m Texas and
the adjoining southern states. These
were to be commanded by the general
The negotiations went off, because
while we were prepared to give him
the local rank of generul in the Crimon
he insisted upon being made what he
called a full general in the British army.
To this we could not assent.

of my New York reeruits. They were
landed in Nova Scotia, and shortly aft
erwards the governor telegraphed that
tuey had rebelled, and that he was go
ing to take steps to reduce them to a
fitting state of discipline. This was th»
last heard of them.

We wanted (1 forger
why) to have a ship sent from Nova
Scotia to Jamaica. We had a cipher dic
tiomary. but 1 could not find the word
Jamaica in it, =0 I telegraphed the code
words for “jam™ and “acre.” This was
too much for the governor's intelli-
gence. Again and again he telegraphed
to ask where the ship was to go; again
and again I telegraphed back, refer-
ring him to the code words for * jam™-
“acre.” Finally we had to serdd a mes-
senger with a letter.—London Truth.
